ject matter as a whole would have been obvious at 
the time the invention was made to a person having 
ordinary skill in the art to which said subject 
matter pertains. Patentability shall not be nega- 
tived by the manner. in which the invention was 
made . 

Subject matter developed by another person, which 
qualifies as prior art only under subsection (f) 
and (g) of section 102 of this title, shall not 
preclude patentability under this section where the 
subject matter and the claimed invention were, at 
the time the invention was made, owned by the same 
person or subject to an obligation of assignment to 
the same person. 

Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103 as 
being unpatentable over Chem. Abst.. 

Chem. Abst. teaches felbamate as an old phar- 
maceutical having anticonvulsant activity. It would be 
obvious to use such to treat epilepsy. The compositions 
are prima facie obvious.
